There i8 a prospect at Iast that a bridge over
the Delaware, so Jlong regarded as a myth, will
be bullt. A blll consenting toils erection hns passed
bolth branches of Conrcrm and beenapproved
by the President, and the assent of the States of

‘ennavlvania and New Jerdey has been granted,
#o that every obstruction of a legal natare has
been removed, and the soundings for the pro-

structure will be commenced in about

It is further required that the consent of the
two Btates shiall first be obtained, and that the
plans and specifications shall receive the appro-
val of the Seeretary of War.

‘L e well-known drinking and sporting den at
the 8. E. corner of Eleventh and Sausom streets
was last night made the scene of a bloody en-
counter, which will end In the death of one of
articipants.

Their friends, however, soon separated them,
and the matter was quistad. Laterin the evening,
about § o'clock, the two again met at the drink-
ary first named, and began quarrelling again. It
it mot known at Ero&em who struck the first
blow, but it is evident that Donnelly received a
severe cut on the head.

After the quarrel had progressed a few
minutes, Donnelly drew . revolver, and taking
deiibernie nim st Willlams fired two shots, ong
of which strack him In the groin. Io fell
upon his knees, and while io that position, the
second shot wae fired. The ball penetrated the
loft breast near the nipple and r:u;wd obliquely
. through the lung and lodged in the back. In
| ts course it severed one ol the privcipal arteries,
| causing a eoplons hemorrhage. Although fear-

fully wounded, and weak from the logs of blood,

Willlatuse managed o ascape two more shots

fired at him.

| Whilst this was going on a friend of the par-
ties walked out, and, accosting Policeman Smith,

| of the Fourth District, who wuns 1n cltizon’s

| drese, asked If “'this thing conld not be stopped?’

#lde. Soon Donnelly emerged from the saloon,

aecompanied by the stranger, and both started

Officer Bmith
followed them ns far as Twenty-second street,
where he met Pollceman Nelil, of the Fifth Dis
trict. Neill, being informed of the matter, and
being of a courageous nature, ut once rushed
after Dounelly and collared him. Smith then
attempted to arrest the stranger,but he escaped.

Both draws then remalin cloged till another call
for entrance is made. The operation of opening |
and closing will oceupy about one minute each,
and not the check of o moment occurs in the
steady stream of travel by land or water. The
abgolute water way over which the bridge will
pass is nearly three-quarters of n mile, which
will give an adequate idea of the extent of the
gtructure, The directors will soon select, from
the various estimates before them, that most
deslrable. and then the work will be pressed
forward with vigor.
